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THE PROPOSED NAVAL RESERVE. 


THE Washington correspondent of the Brooklyn 
Eagle reports that Western and Southern Congress 
men are bigbly gleetul over the proposition that 
New York State shall have her own naval reserve, 
for in that case they will possess a convincing argu- 
mevt against the similar national measure which 
bas been hanging about the halls of legislation here 
so long. They view with jealousy ali proposals for 
the Government to spend any money along the sea 
coast, because similar money cannot be expended 
near the ports of Kansas, [owa, Colorado and Ar- 
kavsas. They hold that New York and Boston are 
rich enough to take careof themselves and their 
neighborboods, that they can pay for digging their 
own water ways and defending theirown wealth 
without calling on the Government to tax the West 
and South for such purposes. These inland states- 
men combat hate f expenditure that New York bas 
a rightto expect from the Government, and as the 
plan for a vaval auxiliary has its strongest backing 
from the metropolis they fight it. Honard Patter- 
s0D is quoted as saying: 

“The Cantor bill recently presented in Albany is 
ealculated to practically kill the movement for a 
naval reserve by making it ridiculous. The bill in 
question provides for the creation of a State naval 
militia under two heads—one branch to be known 
as the naval reserve artillery, the other as the naval 
reserve torpedo corps. The duty of the artillery is 
to man shore batteries, while the torpedo battalion 
is to employ itself in the manipulation of those en- 
gines of war from which its name is derived. These 
two branches are undoubtedly needed and would 
prove of great value in the event of a visit to our 
shores of a hostile fleet; but,im the name of com- 
mon sense, how isit possible to identify the term 
Daval with such bodies? lt is generally accepted 
that the word possesses some significance, the least 
of which is reterence to terra firma, but here it is 
employed to distinguish au organization the duties 
of which cease at the water's edge.” 








WATERVLIET ARSENAL. 


Tue working plan for the new gun factory at 
Waterviiet arsenal is now practically completed, 
and the contracts will probably be ready for letting 
this week. 

At Watervliet every piece of machinery will be 
built from special designs by the chief engineer, for 
the special purpose of guu making, and will be set 
up ina building constructed and arranged for its 
accommodation. The tactory is to be erected about 
in the centre of the walled-in field of 109 acres, con- 
stituting the armory reservation, midway bet ween 
the Delaware and Hudson Railroad in the rear and 
the Hudson riverin front, and contiguous to the 
Erie Caual, which traverses the lower portions of 
the grounds. A branch railroad will run from the 
Delaware and Hudson maia track right through 
the middle of the shop, across the canal to the 
river, making it available for connection with the 
three sourees of transportation, and including a 
siding running into the pone The contract for 
building the bridge and railroad and excavating for 
— main building foundations has already been 
et. 

The gun shop will be 963 feet long, with a width 
of 128 feet on the north wing and 158 feet on the 
south. Each wing is to be 400 feet Jong, and between 
them will be a central structure covering the rest 
of the room, to hold two 200 horse power engines-- 
one for service in each wing—office, tool room, ma- 
echivery for assembling the guns, aud a shrinkage 
_ fifty feet deep, with three levels, twenty, thirty- 

ve and fifty feet below the ground. 

Ax Covgress seems to prefer to appropriate for 
the work by piecemeal, the north wing will be fin- 
ished first and used for the construction of cannon 
from eight to twelve inch bore, the kind now con- 
sidered most useful by the Ordnance Board. To 
this end it will accommodate fifteen huge lathes 
ranging from 70 to 105 feet in length. all specially 
constructed. Overhead will run two travelling 
cranes, each with a thirty-ton grip, or a total power 
of —_- and small cranes will run on suspended 
tracks in the annexes able to hold five-ton pieces of 
steel. The lift of the big fellows will be thirty-five 
feet from the floor. The buildiug will be single 
story throughout, of a maximum height of sevent 
five feet. [t will be of brick and iron, covered with 
slate.—Albany Argus.

The Quartermaster’s Department will 
furnish the few agricultural implements necessary for es- 
tablishing, cultivating, and perpetuating post gardens when 
the appropriations will admit, and will also provide fencing 
and water where these are necessary. 

573. Tbe Commissary General of Subsistence gives to the 
officers of his department the necessary instructions for the 
purchase and sale of seeds. 

5175. Department commanders wilt give such detailed in- 
structions as may be necesSary for carrying these regula- 
tions into effect, and for the proper distribution of products 
of gardens among those entitled to them. Surplus products 
may be sold and the proceeds divided among the company 
funds of the garrison according to their strength. 

583. For the exclusive privilege set forth in paragraph 581, 
post traders will be assessed and held to pay, ata rate to be 
determined by the pust council of administration, not ex- 
ceeding ten cents per month for every officer and enlisted 
man serving at the post—the monthly average to be deter- 
mined equitably by the council. 

2115. As soldiers are expected to preserve, distribute, and 
cook their own subsistence, the hire of citizens for any of 
these duties is not allowed. Ovens may be built or paid for 
by the Subsistence Department but not bake houses. 

2202. Chief commissaries of divisions and departments will 
= by rchase, or by requisition on the Commissary 

meral of Subsistence, seed potatoes, garden seeis, tor post 
gardens, on proper requisitions being received therefor, and 
will forward them to the post commissaries. Care will be taken 
that the seeds furnished are adapted to vhe climate and soil 
of the several posts. The articles will be eccounted for as 
subsistence property, and will be sold at contract or invwuice 
Prices, 


IIl.—By direction of the Secretary of War, the fol- 
lowing regulatious are published to the Army, and 
will be numbered Te1k. 161%, 1944, 1944¢. 1964, 
19644, 19634, 528, 529, 530, 531, 532, 533, 554 and 535, res- 
pevtively, of the Regulations: 

BANDS. 


16144. The musical instruments and other necessary equip- 
ments of the band, in case such is maintained under para 
graph 159 of the Regulations, as well asthe transportation 
of the same from place of purchase or repair to the statien 
of the band, will be furnished by the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment, on requisitions made by the regimental com- 
mander, the department commander (o approve and crder 
the issue. The regimental adjutant will receipt and account 
for all band property furnished by the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment. 

16134. Sums that may be remitted by post councils of ad- 
ministration, under the provision of paragraph 522, and 
contributions toward the support of a band from private 
sources are to constitute a band fund in regiments main- 
taining bands of music. Tbhefund is to be in the keeping of 
the adjutant, and is to be disbursed by bim on warrants 
drawn by the regimental commander, under specific re- 
solves of the regimental council of administration, 


BAKERIES. 

19444. Whenever practicable, the troops will bake their 
own bread. Bakehouses are to be built and maintained by 
the Quartermaster’s Depart ment, which will also suppiy,cb 
uisitions = by the commanding officer, the fuel, 
bake-pans, ur-sieves, and other utensils, including 
brooms, at a rate not exceeding six per annum, that may be 
needed in connection with and tocarry on the bakeries. 
The baking will be done by enlisted men detailed for the 
purpose, under the superintendence and @ of a post 
treasurer, who is to be selected from the officers of the post 
by the commanding cfiicer. Moneys derived from thesale 





of bread and flour are to constitute the bakery fund, which 
is to be eollected, disbursed,and accounted for by the post 
roe A its wh fresh tables in ad 

. At where fresh vege es in adequate quan- 
ti‘ies can be readily obtained, a loaf of bread welabing 
ei -hteen ounces will generally be a sufficient allowance per 
m ‘n, but the weight of it may be increased. within the limit 
vi_the flour ration, at the discretion of the commanding 
officer, upon the reccmmendation of the post council of 
administration. The saving on the flour ration, ordinarily 
thirty three per cent., wil! be dis of by the post trea- 
surer forthe benefit of the troops. Bread may be baked 
from it for sale to the civilian employees and others, and to 
canteens, and the residue is to be sold. The proceeds from 
such sale, after deducting the bakery’s expenses for hops, 
yeast, pctatoes, and salt, the extra compensation to bakers, 
etc., shail, at the end of every two months, be divided by 
the post council of administration among the companies 
and detachments of the garzison in proportion to the num- 
ber of ficur rations turned into the bakery by each. 

19634. The extra compensation of the chief baker shall be 
at the following rates per day : Twenty-five cents at a one- 
company post; thirty-five cents at a post. of two companies; 
forty cents ata post of three companies; fifty cents at a 
post of fouror more companies The necessary assistants 
are to be entitled to reveive each ten cents Iess where 
such baker's extra pay amounts to forty cents or less, and 
fifteen cents less where such pay is fifty cents. 

19644. Tbe head cook shall be paid from the company fund 
twenty cents per day when cooking for one company, 
twenty-five cents for two, thirty-five cents for three, and 
fifty cents for four or more companies. The assistant cook 
or cooks shall serve without extra pay, as this is a duty of 
instruction. They will be required to be diligent in acquir 
lng the art of preparing food and in cooking and serving it. 

9634. The chief baker and the bead cook may be in 
spected and mustered inthe places in which they are re 
spectively employed. They may be excused from the 
ordinary post duties, but abali attend target practice, pro- 
vided that their attendance at such practice be so timed as 
not to interfere with their several ~pecial employinents. 

POST PROPERTY. 

528. The Quartermaster Generai will, upon requisition of 
the post commanders, approved by the Secretary of War, 
supply, so far as the appropriation for incidental expenses 
will permit, such articles as may be found necessary to es- 
tablish and maintain post libraries, reading rooms, gymna- 
siuws, school rooms, and chapels, including wewspapers and 
school books, where desired, at such posts as the Secretary 
of War may designate. The post library, reading room, and 
vymnasium are designated as post property, 20d are espe- 
cially intended for the use of the enlisted men. If these 
rooms are used at all by officers, it myst be at a time when 
other duties prevent their use by enlisted men. Inspe-ztors 
will report violations of this regulation. 

529. All post property will be considered as fixtures at 
posts, and will in charge of and accounted for by the 
post quartermaster. Companies and regiments changing 
station will not carry with them any such property. 

530 At any post where building material can be obtained 
without expense to the Government, and where it is desired 
to construct buildings by the labor of enlisted men for use 
as canteens, amusement rooms, and bowling alleys, the 
Quartermaster’s Department may furnish for use in con- 
nection with such construction whatever teams, tools, win- 
dow sashes, and doors can be spared for the purpose. 

531. When a post is abandoned, all movable, serviceable 
post property worth the cost of transportation will be sent 
to the new post established, or old one reoccupied iu jieu of 
the one abandoned. 

532. If a new post is not immediately established, or an 
abandoned one reoccupied, the department conmaader 
will direct the disposition to be made of the post property 
for the best interests of the troops in his department. It 
will be sent for use to another post or divided amooug other 
posts. In the latter case the division should be made by an 
inspector or by a board of officers. In no case will it be di- 
vided among cumpanies and ppaumnentp. 

583. Post property will, in all cases of necessary removal, 
be transported at the expense and under the direction of 
the Quartermaster’s Department. 

634, The Quartermaster’s Department will furnish the fuel 
necessary for heating libraries, school and reading rooms, 
chapels, gymnvasiums, and bakeries. 

535. The necessary candles or oil for lighting the evening 
school, t library, reading room, and chapel will be fur 
nished! oy the Quartermaster’s Department, on requisition 
approved by the post commander.

POST CANTEENS FOR THE ARMY. 
G. 0. 10, H. Q. A., Feb, 1, 1889. 


By direction of tLe Secretary of War the following 
rules and regulations for the establishment and gov- 
ernment of post canteens are published to the Army: 


1. Canteens may be established at military posts 
where there are no post traders, for supplying the 
troops, at moderate prices, with such articles as may 
be deemed necessary for their use, entertainment 
and comfort; also for affording them the requisite 
facilities for gymnastic exercises, billiards and other 
proper games. The commanding officer may sel 
apart for the purposes of the canteen any suitable 
rooms that can be spared, such rooms, whenever 
practicable, to be in the same building with tbe 
library or reading rooms. . 

2. Thesale or use of ardent spirits in canteens Is 
strictly prohibited, but the commanding offieer is 
authorized to permit wines and light beer to be sold 
therein by the drink, on week days and ina room 
used for no otber purpose, whenever he is satisfied 
that the giving to the men the opportunity of ob- 
taining such beverages within the post limits has the 
effect of preventing them from resorting for strovg 
intoxicants to places without such limits, and tends 
to promote temperance and discipline among them. 
The practice of what is known as “treating” should 
be discouraged under all circumstances. 

3. Gambling, or playing any game for money or 
other thing of value, is forbidden. : 

4. Civilians, other than those employed and resi- 
dent on the military reservation, are not to be per: 
witted to enter the rooms of the canteen without 
the authority of the commanding officer. Com- 
manders of canteen posts situated in States (or sur- 
rounded by communities) not tolerating the sale of 
intoxicants will not permit the residents or me m- 
bers thereof to visit the canteen for the purpose of 
obtaining beer or wine. d 

5. Each canteen is to be managed by a suitable offi- 
cer, not a regimental staff officer, who shall be se- 
lected by the post commander, and be designated ol 
“in charge of canteen.”’ ‘The officer will be assiste 
by a canteen steward, who may bea retired ee 
commissioned officer, and by as many other enlist 
men, having regard to the strength of the garrisoD 
and business of the canteen, as the commanding 
officer may Ueem necessary. 1 to 

6. There sball be a standing “canteen council, 
consist of the two sepior company commanders 
present and the officer in charge of the canteen. 

7. it shall be the duty of the canteen council to tt 
perintend all the affairs of the canteen. The conte 
cil may be convened at any time at the call 0 He 
president, or by direction of the commanding © 
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cer, and, subject to the approval of the latter, is to 
designate the articles to be a for sale, fix the 
prices at which tbearticles shall besold, and author, 
ize all purchases of supplies. At the end of every 
month it shall meet to take stock and examine the 
books of the canteen, also to inspect the quality of 
the articles to besold. A statement of the result 
of the montbly iuvestigation and of the accounts of 
the officer in charge, showing the receipts and ex- 
penditures during the month, also the assets and 
liabilities, shall be entered in a book and submitted 
to the commanding officer for his action. A copy 
of the statement, with the commanding officer’s re- 
marks indorsed thereon, is to be exhibited in one of 
the rooms of the cauteen during the ensuing montb. 

8. Once in three months, ordinarily at the end of 
every quurter, a committee of non-commissioned 
officers, one from each company, to be selected by 
the captain as best fitred to represent the interests 
of thelenlisted men thereof, is to be convoked by the 
commanding officer. The committee shall orally or 
in writing submit its views in respect to the man- 
agement of the canteen for the consideration of the 
canteen council. 

9. Rurchases will ordinarily be made by the officer 
in charge of the canteen, but contracts for such ar- 
ticles as it may be deemed advisable to procure io 
considerable quantities are to be entered into, with 
the approval of the commanding officer, by the can- 
teen council. In no case shall orders for goods, 
however small, be given by the enlisted attendants 
Sota cunteen te the person furnishing the sup- 

3. 

10. The steward is toact az salesman and account- 
ant. He sball keep a cash book, also a blotter, 
showiugin separate columns the different articles 
comprising the stock, and enter therein at the time 
of sale the quantity or number of articles sold. At 
the close of each selling day he shall prepare a re- 
pert on a suitable form showing, under appropriate 

eadings, the quantities of the several artieles re- 
ceived, the quantities sold, and the quantities re- 
waining on hand. This report he shall submit for 
examination and approval to the officer in charge 
on the following morning, and at the same time de- 
liver over the proceeds of the previous day’: sales. 
The report, exhibiting the officer’s approval, is to be 
conspicuously posted in one of che canteen-rooms 
during the remainder of the day. Checks or cou- 
pons, representing values in and exchangeable for 
merchandise, are tu be sold by the officer in charge, 
or some other member of the canteen council, and, 
as far as practicable, shall take the place of coin or 
curreacy 10 the transactions at the canteen. 

11. When the canteen council shall deem it to be 
for the true interests of the command, the com- 
manding officer may, in his discretion, direct a 
credit of pot exceeding one-fifth of their montbly 
pay to be allowed to soldiers in good standing, but 
defaulters shail not be punishable otherwise than 
by being debarred the privileges of the canteen. 

12. Tbe necessary articles for the original stock 
and outfit of the canteen may be purchased on 
credit, or paid for from an assessment levied upon 
the funds of the several companies contributing to 
the canteen, by the cauteen couucil, acting under 
the direction and with the approval of the com- 
manding officer. When purchased on credit they 
must be paid for out of the first profits, and it is to 
be distinctly understood that the officers ordering 
the purchases must be responsible for the payment 
as the Government assumes no responsibility there! 
for. Once the canteen is in full operation at a post, 
cash ought, asarule, to be paid for all articles on 
delivery. 

13. Among the charger that are to be paid from 
the profits of the canteens, in addition to the pur- 
chase of articles kept for sale, are the following: 

a. Extra compensation to the enlisted attendants 
of the canteen. 

b. The cost of: billiard and bagatelle tables; ap- 
paratus for backgam mou, dominoes, and other 
games; construction of a ten-pin alley; and such 
fixtures and furniture as caunot be supplied by the 
Quartermaster’s Department. 

c. The fire insurance on the canteen stock, furni 
ture, and fixtures. 

. S. Taxes to which the canteen may be legally 
iable, 

e. The cost of fuel and light, when not supplied 
by the Quartermaster’s Department. 

14. Profits accumulating after the above-named 
expenses shall have been met shall be equitably dis 
tributed among the several companies and detach- 
ments contributing to the canteen, to be used aud 
accounted for as part of the company and detaeh- 
ment funds. Such division is to be made at the end 
of every quarter, and whenever the troops or a 
part of them quit their station at a post. 

15. On the last day of June and December of each 
year the commanding officer of a post at which a 
canteen iscariied on wil) submit to the Adjutant 
General, through the headquarters of the depart- 
ment and division, a detailed report of the oper- 
ations and financial condition of the canteen, ac- 
companied by such remarks touching its effect upon 
the welfare of his command as he may deem it ne- 
cessary to make for the information of the General 
Commanding tbe Army and the Secretary of War. 

16. When a part of the garrison of a post shall be 
permanently detached therefrom, a careful estim- 
ate of the market value of the canteen stock, fix- 
tures, and furniture is to be made by a disinterested 
officer, preferably a field officer, to be designated by 
the post commander, and the proportionate share 
of such estimated value found to be justly due to 
auy retiring company or detachment shall be paid 
into iis fund by the officer in charge. Based upon a 
valuation arrived at as ubove indicated, an assess- 
ment may be made in favor of the canteen fund 
upon the funds of companies joining the canteen at 
any time. 

17. Whenever notice is received that the entire 
garrison of the post is to be withdrawn, the canteen 
stock will be reduced to the lowest possible extent. 
Prior to the departure of the troops the property of 
the canteen wili be sold and proceeds equitably dis- 
tributed, under the direction of the canteen coun- 
cil, to the funds of the several companies.

The following year some of the pris- 
oners taken by Gen. Harney were being returned to Fort 
mie from Washington, and they were in charge of 
Lieut, Frank Wheaton with acompany of U.S. Cavalry. 
Just about the time be arrivei at Fort Kearney some hos- 
le Cheyenne Indians had attacked the mail carrier and 
lied him and his mules with arrows. Leaving bis prisoners 
at the fort, Lieut. Wheaton avd his troop im mediately pur- 
sued them, overtook them, and killed 26 of them, and the 
———— somes molested our people again till forced into 
war 

Since that time Gen. Wheaton has been in continual active 
service. He was all throurh the war in the South, and fora 
time aed creditably commanded one of our brigades, He 
also for a time was commander of the Dept. of the Platte. 
He is now stationed here and ever ready at a moment's 
notice to lead bis regiment wherever duty calls bim or his 
superior officers deem it best to send him. 

Gen. Wheaton is not only commander of Fort Omaha, but 
colonel of the 24 Regiment of U.S. Iofantry also; and be 
has allof his regiment, ten ——— and band, with him 
at the fort, so thut he bas a direct supervision of them. 

I bappened to be in time for a Sunday afternoon dress 
parade, the evening being sufficiently warm to admit of it, 
and the old 2d showed up splendidly. The soldiers have 
been drilled to perfection. The movements of every soldier 
in line was as one map. The precision, order, and regularity 
of the various presentations and evolutions on tbe parade 
ground was a grand sight to behold, and the colonel and the

SABRE SIGNALS FOR BATT’Y MANCCVREs. 


Sabre Signals for the Execution of Movements in the 
School of the Battery, in View of Commands or 
Bugle Calls. 

Tue Commanding Officer keeps in front and cen- 
tre of the battery; all eyes are fixed on bim. 

All signals are commenced by raising the Sabre 
above the bead, (First motion of Moulinet) and 
is the Signal of Attention. 

Forward March (Walk)—Signal of attention, 
then lower the Sabre to the frout (Second motion 
of Front-Cut).

claimed for the Driggs-Schroeder rapid firing guns, 
submitted to the Navy Department, it is stated that 
in applying thesystem to gunsof large calibre there 
isno other which offers so many advantages, and 
also that it 1s applicable to any calibre of breech- 
er.

Tue Naval War College on Coaster’s Island was 
closed Jan. 31.

masting and rig were dropped out of sight as soon 
as steam had fairly asserted its position.”

OrpeRs have been sent from the Navy Depart- 
ment detaching all the officers of the Adams with 
the opegten of Commander Leary. Asthe ship 
isin need of extensive repairs, it is believed that 
she will be put out of commission temporarily. 

Ir is believed by Navy people that the Alliance, 
now attacbed to the South Atlantic Station, will 
shortly be ordered home, and it is not unlikely that 
the Kearsarge, just arrived on the station, will take 
her place. Sbould this be true, as rumored. the re- 
hhef officers and crew of the Tallapoosa will come 
home on the Alliance instead of the Kearsarge. 


TuHE reclassification of petty officers and seamen 
of the Navy, recommended by the board ar pointed 
fortbe purpose about six months ago, will be put 
into operation by Secretary Whitney if Congress 
will allow a sufficient sum in the pending naval ap- 
propriation to enable the plan to be carried out. An 
estimate of $300,000 was submitted for this purpose, 
but was not allowed by the House Committee. The 
estimate is now being considered by the Senate Com- 
mittee, 

Ir is pot Known whether the Board of Officers ap- 
pointed by Secretary Whitney to agree upon plans 
for the new cruisers authorized by the last Congress 
are ready to roport or not. It was stated some time 
ago that they bave agreed upon a type for each 
class of vessel, but it now transpires that outside of 
ros “the scheme,” nothing bas been done. 

he duty of selecting the type of the new ships will 
therefore devolve upon the successor of Mr. Whit- 


ney. 

Tae Mohican, Comdr. Jos. Coghlan, will shortly 
leave Mare Island for Panama, where a new set of 
officers will be sent to her. She will remain at Pa- 
mama to look after the American interests in that 
locality. The statement that the ship will be sent 
to Samoa is incorrect. Such was the original inten- 
tion of the Department, but it is believed that the 
Trenton, Vandulia, Nipsic and Omaha will be all the 
force necessary to maintain our interests in Samoan 
waters. 

Ir is reported from Philadelphia that the Navy 
Department, through Pay Director Eildredge, is 
contracting for 3,000 tons of coal to besent to Samoa 
direct. Commenting upos the action of the United 
States Senate, in voting a credit fora coaling station 
at Pago-Pago, the National Zeitung (Berlin) says: 

‘America obtained the right to establish a coaling 
station from Malietoa, but she did not take advan- 
tage of the privilege within the specified time. The 
establishment of a station now would appear to be 
an American protest against German annexation.” 

CrrcuLar No. 38, Navy Dept., Feb. 4, 1889, calls at- 
tention tu the incomple‘eness of the files of official 
correspondence required for the compilation of the 
Naval Records of the Civil War. The correspond- 
ence of captains of ships with each other, and of 
flag officeys with their captains, and officis! corres- 
pondence witb outside parties. is entirely wanting. 
‘The narrative of many operations of importance is 
theretore extremely incomplete. The Department 
therefore requests officers who may have in their 
possession copies of letters, reports, returns or offi- 
cial documents of any kind whatever, relating tu 
naval operations, whether in the form of press cop- 
ies, letter buoks, log books or loose files, to transmit 
them to the office of Naval War Records, which will 
make copies and return the originals to the owners 
if desired. 

SECRETARY WHITNEY being anxious to reduce the 
number of details of Naval officers to duty as steel 
inspectors in connection with the new ships, bas re- 
quested tbe various steel manufacturers interested 
to meet bim at the Navy Department some time 
next week for the purpose of giving their views on 
the subject. The Secretary is of the opinion that the 
work can be conducted by baviog an officer sta- 
tioned at each of the shipbuilding yards, private 
and Government, and doing away with those on 
duty at places where the steel is unmanufactured. 
A confereuce with the steel men, however, may 
¢ebange bis mind. There are at present 28 officers 
under orders as steel inspectors, in addition to the 
members of the Steel Board on dutyin Washington. 
Twenty-four of these are line officers and four 
engineers. 

EARLY in i8*7 orders were given to several French 
shipbuildine firms for the supply to the Japanese 
Navy of 16 torpedo boats. A previous order for 50 
such craft,and of 4& much larger class, was placed 
among English firms in 1886, and within 12 months 
all these boats were built and delivered to the 
Japanese Admiralty. But we learn that the earliest 
arrival of those to be built in France is not expected 
to take p'ace before February next, when almost 
two years will bave elapsed since the contracts were 
entered into. Of course, no such delay was antici- 
pated by those who acted on behalf of the Japanese 
4SGovernment. The disappointment caused to the 
Japanese Admiralty has determined it to fit up the 
dockyard at Onohama with special appliances for 
dhe building of all further boats required, and this 
provision approaches completion. 

A NUMBER of Chicago gentlemen some time ago 
ordered a silver service to be presented to the 
Luited States for use on the new cruiser Chicago. 
The service has been completed and is now on exbi- 
dition at the storeroom of the manufacturers. Lt is 
of solid silver and comprises the following articles:

FIFTIETH CONGRESS—SECUND SESSLON. 

The Army Appropriation bill was passed by the 
House on Friday with amendments appropriating 
$20,000 for additional buildings at Columbus Bar- 
racks, $17.000 for a new military site for Fort Elliott, 
Tex., $24 500 for improving the water supply at Fort 
D. A. Rassell, and $1,500 for riding master at the 
Military Academy. Tbe items appropriating $10,- 
000 for continuing work at Denver, Colo., post and 
$500,000 for submarine torpedoes were stricken out. 

Senator Cbandler on Thursday introduced a pro- 
pose¢ amendment to the Naval Appropriation bill 
authoriziog the construction by contract of two 
harbor rams of steel, to cost, without armament, 
not exceeding $1,500,000 each ; and of 15 gunboats, or 
cruisers, each not to exceed 1,700 tons in displace- 
ment, or $590,000 in cost. Lt appropriates $5,000,000 
to begin the construction of the vessels and 83,000,000 
for armament. 

The Senate Military Committee having been di- 
rected by a resolution of the Senate to consider and 
report whether some amendment to the laws should 
not be made to prevent the enlistment in the Army 
in time of peace of men with wives or families de- 
pendent upon them, bas reported that no legislation 
is necessary in view of the fact that the Army Reg- 
ulations already provide that “no man having a wife 
or minor child shall be enlisted without special au- 
thority from the Adjutant General’s Offics."’ 

The House resolution authorizing the printing of 
4,000 additional copies of Naval Constructor Hich- 
born’s valuable report on European dovkyards, was 
passed by the Senate Feb. 6. 

Among the amendments maje by the Senate to 
the Legislative Appropriation bill, which passed 
that body Feb. 5, was the insertion of items allowing 
aclerk or stenographer to the commanding Gen- 
eral of the Army at asalary of 31.600 per annum, 
and authorizing an increase of 12 additional clerks 
in the Bureau of Provisions and Clothing to enable 
the Department to carry out Secretary Whitney's 
new and comprehensive system of accounts. 

The following amendments of interest to the two 
Services have been introdaced in the Senate and 
referred to tbe Senate Appropriation Committee for 
consideration in connection with the Deficiency and 
Sundry Civil Appropriation bills: For Mrs. lrene 
Racker Sheridan, $50,000, and for a monument to the 
General, $49 000; tor naval records of the War of the 
Rebellion, $10,000. 

The jorisdiction of the Court of Claims shall not extend to 
suits brought by officers of the Army or Navy for arrears 
of pay, of mileage, of travelling expenses, or of persona 
allowances of any kind. This probivition shail eatend to all 
suits pow pending. The accounting officers of the [reasury 
Department sbali not, without express authority of law 
hereafter enacted, settie er allow any claim ot any officer of 
the Army or Navy for arrears Of pay, mileage, waveRing 
expenses, or personal allowances of any kiod, where suc 
claim covers any period of time more t three years be- 
fore the preseutation of such claim. This prohibition shall 
extend to ull claims now peading.

Ata meeting of the Senate Military Committee, 
on Thursday, favorable reports were adopted, ou 
the amendment offered by Senator Hawley, to the 
Suadry Civil bill appreprveting $50,000 for Mrs. Gen. 
Sheridan, in lieu of the pension hitherto proposed; 
op the bill extending the time for filing claims for 
loss of horses and other private property lost in the 
military service, and on the amendment to;the Sun- 
dry Civil bill introduced by Senator Paddick appro- 
priating $30,000 for continuing work on Fort Robin- 
sop, Neb. The nominations of Col. Rucker and Maj. 
Terrell were acted upon favorably. 

The sub-comamittee of the Senate Appropriation 
Committee in charge of the Fortification bill have 
completed consideration of that measure, after 
hearing Gen. Bénet, Gen. Casey and Capt. Smith, 
of the Ordnance Bureau. But few changes will 
recommended by the comwmittec to the billasit came 
from the House. Gen. y urged a large appre- 
propriation for improvement of forts, but the com- 
mittee preferred to wait for some new guns before 
doing anything in that direction. 

Senator Chandler, with the view to paving the 
way for favorable action at the next session of Con- 
gress, introduced a bill in the Senate this week for 
the transfer of the Revenue Marine Service to ihe 
Navy Department. Under the terms of the bill all 
vessels, officers and men are to be transrerred to the 
Naval Establishment from June 30, 1890. The offi- 
cers transferred will take rank as follows: Captains 
as lieutenant-commanders, first lieutenants as lieu- 
tenants, second lieutenants as lieutenants junior 
grade, third lieutenants as ensigns, chief engineers 
as passed assistant engineors, first assistant en- 
giveers as assistant engineers (with relative rank of 
junior lieutenants), second assistant engineers as 
assistant engineers (with the relative rank of en- 
signs). All line officers transferred shall be consid- 
ered not in the line of promotion upon attaining 
rank of lieutenapt-commander, and all engineers 
after reaching the rack of assistant enginee7z, 
with the relative rank of lieutenant. The pro- 
motions are to be made in the same manner as if the 
transfer bad not been made, including the same 
standard and method of exammation. Officers 
transferred are to have the benefit of the retirement 
laws. There are to be no vchanges in the duties, the 
Secretary of the Treasury being authorized to direct 
the operations of vessels. 

The Naval Apprvpriation bill was passed by the 
House on Saturday last. The only changes of im- 
portance made in the billas reported from the come 
mittee were the adoption of two amendments, one 
making the appropriation of $60,000 for electric 
lights im the New York, Washington, Nor- 
folk and Mare Isiand Yards available imme- 
diately, and anotber appropriating $100,000 
fora coaling station in the harbor of Pago Pago, 
1n the island of Tutuila, Samoa. An unusual spirit 
of harmony prevailed during the consideration of 
the bill. -Witha single exception there was nota 
word of opposition toany feature. Mr. Boutelle 
objected to the prevision for the construction of the 
vesselon desigus te be furnished by his colleague 
Mr. Thomas, on the ground that it was not safe or 


judicious for Congress to undertake to lay down a 


specific type or design of vessel. After a short de- 
bate bis motion to modify the clause so as to leave 
the selection of the desigu to the Navy Department 
was voted down. 

The House ou Tuesday passed the bill for the re 
tirement of Gen. Ww. F. Smitb, with a Senace 
amendment, making his rank that of major of Kn§ 
g:Qeers. 

The House has concurred in the Senate amend- 
ment to the bill authoriziug the retirement of Gen. 
Wm. F. Smith, with the rank of major of Engineers. 
The bill as passed by the House provided for his re- 
tirement witb the rank of colonel. 

The bill to increase the pay of ensigus will be one 
of the first measures called up for consideration by 
the House Naval Committee during the morning 
hour. With this single exception, members iater- 
ested in naval matters bave no hopeof securing any 
legislation during the waning 4 of the session. 

The House Naval Committee has made a favora- 
ble report on the bill recently passed by the Senate 
for the retirement of a certain class of naval offi- 
cers (Lieut. J. C. Soley). 

The House Military Committee continues to keep 
up its reputation for industry. Each meeting day 
finds a quorum present, and, notwithstanding the 
fact that none of the measures acted upon at this 
late day stand any show of passage, there are many 
bills reported upon. At the meeting on Tuesday, 
besides adopting a number of amendments to the 
Army bill, favorable reports were made on the bills 
adding four majors to the [Inspector General’s De- 
partment and increasing the pay of the members of 
the Hospital Corps.

BURSTING OF THE FOURTEEN-INOCH FRENCH 
STEEL GUN. 

WE have recently published an account of the 
bursting of the Amiral Duperré'’s 34 cm. all steel 
hooped gun, written by an advocate and promoter 
of the system. For obvious reasons it is exceed- 
ingly difficult to get at the real facts of the failures 
of the breech system in France, England, and at 
home. We have to gather information here and 
there. Thus, a recent number of the Admiralty 
and Horse Guards Gazette, in an article upon the 
reliability (?) of the new English guns, states that 
on the Jmperieuse, during practice firing, ‘‘ the 
locks in the breech blocks of the 6 in. guns fitted so 
badly that they were constantly blown out and 
there were several narrow escapes.” The article 
further speaks of a fatal casualty on the Zphegenie, 
which does not appear to have been made public. 
Ia another article on ‘‘ Gun Failures,” in its issue 
for Jan. 19, the Gazette says: ‘‘The crew baving 
been forced to lie down to escape this modern kind 
of raking fire, whilst merely firing at a mark, is 
both a novel experience and a somewhat unpleasant 
foretaste of what might and probably would occur 
mm action.” The bursting of the new 34cm. DeBange 
all steel hooped gun was kept for months from 
the public. 

Our own experience has not been, it is whispered, 
wholly favorable. There are rumors of ‘ sticking” 
as to the field pieces, the 8 in. rifle has made one 
trip to the hospital for treatment, a navy gun was 
spiked before it left the workshop. Even now it is 
surmised that the Army 8-in. gun is not in healthy 
condition, and only last week, as we learn, the breech 
block blew out of one of the new B. L. mortars at 
Sandy Hook, stiuck the cornice of the observation 
house, and fell beyond it into the water, the mortar 
being a little depressed. This gua system has 
failed in every detail and combination, and yet 
officials persistently, pertinaciously advocate it- 
To apply here the language used by the English 
United Services Gazette: ‘‘Our ordnance authorities. 
in the past have not, we fear, approached this great 
question with sufficiently open minds. They have 
taken strong views, and have devoted their time 
rather to proving that these were right than that 
they were wrong. The reverse would have been 
better for their country.” Instead of inviting dis— 
cussion and criticism with reference to matters of 
vital interest to the Service and the couatry, our 
ordnance officers take refuge in silence and conceal- 
ment, and expect us to accept their delphic utter- 
ances without question. In carrying out this policy 
they are greatly aided by the general indifference 
to questions which, overlooked now, may at any 
moment be recognized as of controlling importance. 

Composite guns, all steel guns, great guns, field 
guns, mortars, all tell one unvarying tale, They 
have failed in the workshop, in proof, in practice 
drill, in battle firing. They have failed by tearing 
apart and by blowing off the breech. For years 
attempts have been made to find a ‘‘ proper powder” 
for these constitutionally weak organisms—our own 
Ordnance Department, as shown by the reports, has 
been at it for three years. And now comes the 
** Jame and impotent conclusion:” 

This wonderful powder, this potent elixir, turns 
out to be so delicate a compound, as claimed by the 
lovers of the French system of gun construction, 
that forsooth its strength becomes too great for the 
guns, under ordinary climatic increase of temper- 
ature! The English authority speaks of ‘‘ powder 
heated by the warm climate of Ohina.” An Ord- 
nance organ editorially says: ‘‘ It bas been con- 
fidently believed that the new powders are so uni- 
form that they might attempt anything with them, 
and they have been going a little too fast.” We 
imagine the Bessemer gun people think so, too. 
We would sugyest that the climate in the bore of 
a gun— after a few rounds of rapid firing—is con- 
siderably warmer than that ot China. 

The editor of Le Yacht, M. Weyl, in his issue of 
Jan. 12, records this conclusion, with reference to 
the explosion on the Amiral Duperré: “I have 
laid the blame upon neither metal nor powder be- 
cause when making a personal inquiry into the 
probable cause of the accident, I found myself met 
by opinions so absolutely contradiciory that it was 
impossible for me to reconeile them. I was much 
struck at first by the fact that the charge had bee* 
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carried from 117 kilogr. of W. 30-38 powder to 138 
kilogr. of chocolate powder, in order to obtain in- 
crease of velocity without increase of pressure.” 
He quotes from a letter written by ‘ an excellent 
officer, well informed in artillery matters,” who 
says: ‘*I saw the gun which was unbreeched, and 
found the metal absolutely sound, and it would be 
impossile to attribute the explosion to it. I, there- 
fore, exclude the quality of the metal from the 
problem.” 

Hierocles, the father of ‘‘ chestnuts,” tells of the 
double loss suffered by the owner when his horse, 
which had just become accustomed to live on wind, 
died. We sympathize accordingly with the pro 
moters of these French guns. They seem to fail 
just as their success has been conclusively, even if 
theoretically, proved: as the French doctor said, 
while he directed attention to the skin of the patient 
who had been made the victim of his famous remedy 
for cutaneous disorders—‘‘at all events he died 
cured.” 

The question has a serious aspect for us— millions 
have been voted for gan construction, and under 
the obstinate policy of few ruling spirits this 
money is to be expended in the development of this 
intrinsically weak French system. We bave already 
pointed out the manner in which the liberal pro- 
visions of the law are narrowed down, so as to 
bring about the one desired official result. 

Has Congress ceased to take interest in che 
matter ? 


PROMOTION FROM THE RANKS. 


TAKING as text the ‘‘youth” of the non-commis- 
sioned officers who have passed the Board of Exam- 
ination, and are now awaiting commissions, it has 
been held that the true intent of the law has not 
been reached. The old idea of a man promoted 
from the ranks wasa veteran. This old ideaisa 
Eurvpeau idea, originating in the necessities of the 
desperate wars of the last and the beginning of this 
century. The close, almost hand to band nature of 
the combat elevated personal courage far above any 
other military capacity or qualification. The best 
captain of a company was or should be the bravest 
man in it, and beyond indomitable courage the only 
requisite for a company officer was sufficient tacti- 
cal knowledge to handle hiscompany. From Fred- 
erick the Great to Napoleon there are innamerable 
instances of promotion on the field of battle, with- 
out consideration of any quality other than the dis- 
play of exceptional courage. 

Times have charged. No man can be agood offi- 
cer without courage, but the infinite changes 
wrought by science in the conduct of war have de- 
veloped the necessity to a valuatle officer of many 
other qualities. The law now regulating the pro- 
motion of non-commissioned officers, taking very 
unusual consideration of the present cunditicn 
of the art of war, has wisely limited these promo- 
tions to men under 30 years of age, and who shall 
have passed a sufficiently rigid examination as to 
the capacity and general knowledge with which they 
are to begin the new career. Nor can there be any 
doubt of the propriety and military expediency of 
the present regulations. 

Scarce one of five hundred of the ‘ veteran” 
sergeants could pass the required examination. 
Should one do so he would bring to his new position 
only his courage, his martinetism, and his tradi- 
tions. The young man brings his youth (valuable 
above all things), his ambition, his adaptability for 
easy absorption into the new life. As a recruiting 
agent the present regulation is invaluable, in that 
it brings into the very lowest grade of the Service a 
class of bright, energetic, ambitious, promising 
young men, who could never have been induced to 
enlist but for the high hopes held out to them by 
this regulation. 

A still farther step in the same direction should 
be taken by so elevating the position of the non- 
commissioned officer as to make it also an object of 
youthful ambition and bope. We ought not to 
have in our little Army a single private who is not 
fit for a warrant, with proper experience; not a 
non-commissioned officer who could not be safely 
trusted with a commission. The business of hunt- 
ing up recruits in the slums of the cities should be 

pat an end to, and proper inducements should be 
offered to bright young lads of respectable families 








to enter the Service. They should be treated in 
their novitiate state as recruits with the utmost 
consideration, and full opportunity given them to 
withdraw within a reasonable time on paying a 
given sum if they should discover that they have 
mistaken ther career. There is much that may yet 
be done without additional legislation to improve 
the Service, though the action of Congress is required 
to put our non -commissioned officers on a proper 
footing in the matter of pay, separate messes, and 
quarters. 








ReaR ADMIRAL Luce, at present in command of 
the North Atlantic squadron, will not be retired by 
law until March 26--after the close ot the present 
Administration. It is intimated, however, that he 
will apply to the Department hefore that time ask- 
ing to be relieved from the command of the squad- 
ron and placed on the retired list. This he can do 
under the provision of law in respect to a service 
of forty years. This has been frequently done. 
Should he make such a request, it will, of course, 
be granted, and will enable the nomination of Com- 
modore Belknap to be sent to the Senate for pro- 
motion to Rear Admiral. It is well known that 
Secretary Whitney is very anxious to see Commo- 
dore Belknap promoted before he leaves the Navy 
Department, and the only way this can be done is 
by the voluntary retirement of Admiral Luce. This 
will leave the command of the North Atlantic 
squadron vacant. Some months agothe JouRNAL 
stated that in this contingency the command of the 
squadron would be given to Uommodore A. E. K. 
Beuham, and nothing has occurred since to alter 
that opinion. Commodore Benham wis last at sea 
in 1881, when he was in command of the Richmond, 
Asiatic station. Commodore Irwin and Commodore 
Fitzhugh were last at sea in 1879, and Commodore 
Harmony in 1881, and it is exceedingly probable 
that in any selection for sea duty some of these 
officers will be chcsen. The command of the Asiatic 
Station will be vacant very soon, as the time of 
Admiral Chandler is nearly out, and besides it is 
known that he wants to be relieved when convenient 
to the Department. Commodore Belknap’s tour of 
duty as commandant of the Mare Island Navy yard 
will expire in June of the present year. Before that 
time he will have been promoted to Rear Admiral, 
and, as his last sea duty was in 1883, it is not at all 
unlikely that one of the squadrons will be assigned 
tohim. ‘There is only one other line offizer of the 
Navy who retires for age this year, Commander 
C. A. Schetky, March 27. 








ENGINEERING Offers some comfort to the unready 
Athelstanes when it says: ‘‘What with 100 ton 
guns, torpedoes, quick-firing guns and machine-guns, 
to say nothing of melinite shells and other amiable 
contrivances, two hostile navies ought, if they 
come to action, speedily to reduce themselves to 
the state ot the Kilkenny cats—-that is according 
to theory. But every bullet does not have its 
billet with the enemy. In old times a couple of 
men-of war would lie for an hour or two pretty 
nearly yard-arm to yard-arm and fire away 150 
barrels of powder and 2,000 or so of shot apiece— 
red hot for choic:—to say nothing of grape, lang- 
ridge and musketry fire. The only wonder is, not 
that any one was left alive to tell the tale, but that 
a splinter should have remained above the water’s 
level ; and yet we often find a return of killed and 
wounded of a surprisingly light character. It is in 
this kind of thing we may be sure history will re- 
peat itself; many a melinite shell will burst 
harmlessly, many a torpedo will run a peacefal 
course, many a stream of bullets from a machine 
gun will expend its fury only in ploughiag the sea 
to foam. It is computed that it takes a greater 
weight of bullets to kill a man from modern rifles 
than from the old Brown Bess. 








Tue English have their grievance against Ger- 
many as well aswe. The United Services Gazette 
says: ‘*‘ We happen to know that the Government 
regard with much anxiety the turn events are 
taking on the Continent, and well informed people 
are asking, not in a feeling of panic, but with an 
anxious desire to get to the bottom of the matter, 
whether, after all, the young Emperor's professions

dust thrown into the eyes of Europe. G2rmany, 
as a country and as a nation, has n> warmer well- 
wisher that England, and certainly Englishmen 
have no special animosity towards their Teutonic 
kindred. But the sort of treatment to which we 
have been subjected lately is not to be borne.” 
However much or little there may be in this, it is 
clear that our Government sbould not relax its 
efforts to put our Navy in the best possible posi- 
tion. This isa work which bas been too long ne- 
glected and if this httle difference with Germany 
should result in stimulating Congress to more 
vigorous action for the national defence something 
will have been gained. Because it is not expected 
to day or to-morrow is no reason for neglect. It 
must be obvious to the most obtuse observer that 
time is needed for preparation, and that in the 
possible case cf a difference with aforeign power 
time is the one thing that will not be allowed us. 
We must take it now when we can get it. 








Tue U. 8. Supreme Court adjourne] on Monday 
last until March 4 next without handing down its 
opinion in the longevity pay case of Captain Mel- 
bourne F. Watson. The unusual delay in aetion 
upon this case can probably be attributed to the 
criticisms of Senator Chandler and others upon 
previous decisions in Army and Navy longevity 
cases. It is feared by some that these unfavorable 
comments have inspired the court to unusual vigil- 
ance in search ot reasons against the allowance of 
the claim. That Mr. Chandler does not intend tc 
allow the matter to end with the reply of the Trea- 
sury Department is evident from the following re- 
solution which he offered last week in the Senate, 
and which was passed Friday: 

Reaolved, That the Committee on Appropriations be in-

whether any legislation is advisable in order to vent soy 
further allowance of such claims; and also to fogutre apd 
report whether or pot unusual and inp facilities have 
recently veeo allowed in tbe office of the Auditor of the 
Treasury to attorneys or claim agents engaged ia presenting 
training ebip and receiving sbip claims, 

THE bill making the Department of Agricultare 
an Execuiive Department has finally passed both 
Houses and is now in the hands of the President. 
Tne proposition to transfor the Weather Bureau to 
this Department, which proved to be the bone of 
contention between the Oonference Committees 
which caused the long delay in final action on 
the bill, was finally stricken out.

The forester fired 
at the fugitive, who fell and fainted, having been 
shot in the shoulder. It was the Prince, and sup- 
posing him dead, the Baroness took poison aad fell 
dead, whereupon Rudolpbhshot himself. The 
Journal des Debats, of Paris, bas a similar story, 
except that it says that Rudolph was mortally 
wounded by the forester and died half un hour 
after being shot, and that the gamekeeper went 
into the woods and shot himself. The story of sui- 
cide, it says, was invented to hide the truth. 


The Thurlow steel cast gun successfully stood the 
statutory test at the Naval Proving Ground, Anna- 
polis, on Thursday of this week. The accounts of 
the trial telegraphed to the N. Y. Times says: * At 
1.50 Pp. M. a loud report, a tremendous volume of 
smoke, ard flying earth announced the first shot. 
The gun wassound. Then came a delay. The gas 
was flashed into the gas pad cheek and burned if, 
and a new one had to be putin. At 2.03 o'clock the 
second discharge, with 36 pounds of powder to set 
the gas pad chuck, fellowed. Then began the 10 test 
discharges, with 484¢ pounds of powder and 100 
pound shells, it being easily determinable as soon as 
the report was heard and before the smoke cleared 
away that the gun was standing the strain bravely. 
The 10 shots came in the following time: 2.05, 2.09, 
2.1134, 2.13, 2.16, 2.18, 2.20, 2.22, 2.24 and 2.26, making 33 
minutes for the 12 shots. Ensign R. B. Dashiell was 
posted iu a tree near the battery to take a photo- 
graph in case the gun burst while the pieces were 10 
theair. He had to be contented with obtaining a view 
as the shell struck the mark.” Weare sorry for Mr. 
Dashiell, but enterprise must sometimes go unre- 
warded. The gun was to have been star-gauged on 
Friday. The-Herald account says: “ At the comple- 
tion of the test the cylinder of the gun was cold, 
while the muzzle was not too warm for the naked 
hand. The bore looked clean throughout and ready 
for more work. So far as eould be judged the tria 
was entirely successful. No pressure gauges were 
used. The projectiles struck within a small space in 
the butt.’ 
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ORDNANCE NOTES. 


Mr. Mefford, of Toledo, Obio, a mechanical genius 
of rare originality, the first inventor and producer 
of the dynamite gun, and an advanced ordvance 

rojector, has perfected his plans for rifle cannon of 

arge calibre, which he thinks will be unaffected by 

the internal strains arising from tbe friction of the 
projectile. He has lately returned from a highly 
successful visit to London, where be received 
marked attention from the Admiralty, the Ord- 
nance Committee, Army and Navy officers, and at 
the present timeis stopping in Washington. Two 
companies have been started by wealthy capitalists 
for the manufacture of these guns, one located at 
Toledo, Ohio, and oue in London. Mr. Mefford will 
submit his plans to the Bureau of Ordnance, Navy 
Department. during the week, and it is understood 
that a Board of Officers will be appointed to con- 
sider aud report upon the advisability of their use 
in the Servive. 





In a recent official test at Frederikshal, Norway, 
of the virtues of snow for breastworks one was con- 
structed 20 metres long, 1.4 high and 3 metres thick, 
atthe ground, sloping up to 15or even 2 metres 
thick at top. [t was made by the soldiers rolling 
large snowballs, putting themin a row, and then 
filling the interstices with snow packed tight by 
means of snow shovels, swords, bayonets, etc. Shots 
were fired from Garmann guna, at a distance of only 
50 metres. Seven shots aimed at the upper portion, 
about 3 decimetres below the top, went clean 
through, the thickness of the breastwork at-the 
— of penetration varyiug from 1.— to 1.58. 

hree aimed at about 0.6or 07 below the top re- 
mained in the snow, and wereafterwards dug out. 
It appeared that one of them penetrated to a depth 
of 1.25, another of 1.20, and a third to a depth of 1.23 
only. The snow was quite free from fragments of 
ice; but the projectiles were all found to be flattened 
and broadened towards the front. At the time of 
the experiment, the thermometer stood at + 2 deg. 
centig. Water was poured over the breastwork and 
next day it was found covered with a coating of ice. 
Ten shots were fired, but at a distance of 100 metres, 
and with a result contrasting remarkably witb the 
lesson of the duy before. The snow wall was pene- 
trable easily, and the shape of the projectiles was 
notaltered, Sevenof them went through where 
the entrenchment was about 1.59 to L.63 metres thick, 
and they could not be found afterwards. Of the 
other three projectiles, two were found atadistance 
of 8 metres behind the breastwork, and one imme- 
diately behind it. Evidently the mass became less 
compact, or more porous, after the freezing, and was 
more easily penetrable. Col. Hertzberg draws the 
conclusion, from the experiments, that it the face of 
the breastwork is not sloping, but the wall is made 
to have a mivimum thickness of 2.50 metres, a ram - 
part of snow may defy any kind of projectiles, fired 
from any distance. 





Tbe Berlin correspondent of the “Progres Mili- 
taire’’ reports that at the end of December the Ger- 
man Emperor, accompanied by a considerable suite, 
Was present at experiments with artillery at the 
polygon of Kunersdorf. The approaches to the 
ground were carefully guarded, and, says the vor- 
respondent, it is im possible to say what the experi- 
ments were; but they appear to bave been very sat- 
isfactory, if not conclusive, for the Emperor after- 
wards decorated with his own hand the officers of 
the com mission. 


It is reported from Hong Kong that when the 
61n. breech-loading rifled guns of H. M. 8. Imper- 
ieuse were fired in November last, the explosion 
blew several of the locks out of the breech-piece, 
thus placing the main deck battery hors de combat. 
It is stated that an appreciable space was found be- 
tween the locks and breech-pieces. The Army and 
Navy Gazette reports that when Parliament meets 
agaiu, an attempt will be made to thoroughly ex 
pose the lax avd lamentably unbusinesslike ar- 
rangements which have been made with ordnance 
manufacturers, and which have resulted in some 
twenty or more men-of-war, otherwise completed, 
being absolutely useless for many months. 





The Baltimore Sun reports that Messrs. Dietrick 
and Harvey, the Baltimore machinists, have just 
finished two very large lathes, each weighing 25,000 
pounds, for the Washington Navy Yard gun works, 
and three others, making five in all, are expected to 
co be finished and shipped by the end of the pres- 
ent month. The lathes swing 54 inches over the 
ways and 34 inches over the carriage, and are 13 feet 
long between centres. They have several novel 
features, especially in the driving mechanism. In- 
stead of the driving-part being a continuation of 
the length of the machine it stands at right angles 
tu the head, and the communication of power is by 
an Albro-Hinkley worm mechanism, in which four 
teeth of tne worm wheel have a continuous bearing. 
The initial power is geared up the point of appli- 
cation in the proportion of 1 to 175. 





Mr. John Shinn, a mechanical engineer, has ob- 
tained a patent for manufacturing guns of ingots 
rolled into shapes corresponding to longitudinal 
sections of the tube, which is made of two or more 
thicknesses of these, forming Jap and lock joints, 
and then welded by electricity. It is claimed that 
‘a.! the parts of Mr. Shinn's gun can be ‘ cold rolled’ 
into perfect shape, this process making the steel 
tougher, harder and better, by at least 50 per cent., 
than “~ other treatment.”

Their 
uniforms, lace, and feathers are but the gay trap- 
pings which often cover the most maaly hearts and 

he most heroic spirits,and need not offend any 
manly man's eyes, as they have been recognized as 
a part of the necessary paraphernalia of war—even 
in a Mimic way—since men first opposed each other 
in battle. 

“Whatever may be the faults of omission and 
commission in the character, conduct, organization, 
and ma maqement of the Texas volunteer guard, [ 
can bear ling and honest testimouy, after several 
years’ experience with them, to the r promptness, 
activity, and ready obedience to all lawful calls for 
their services in the field, and many times when the 
circumstances seemed to presage conflicts of a dan- 
gerous and desperate character.” 

The location of Texas on the Mexican frontier 
makes it pecially important to maintain its militia 
al a high standa and we are glad to see that Gen. 
King fully appreciates this. He shows the import- 
ant service 1t has always rendere? and urges that it 
be treated’ with greater liberality and that the 
leneth of service be increased, the force made re- 
sponsive to strict rules, thorough efficiency and good 
discipline, and then that sufficient means be placed 
in the bands of the Governor to enable him to meet 
all emergencies iu the lawful and necessary use of 
the militia and other frontier force. 

We are glad to note the cordial understanding ex- 
isting between the militia of Texas and the officers 
of the United States Army in the Department of 
Texas. Gen. King sayy: * The relations beretofore 
existing between the Regulars and the volunteer 
militia of Texas have been peculiarly pleasant and 
to us profitable in many ways.’ "Speaking of the State 
gocusspanents he says further: * Brig.-Gen. D. S. 
Stanley, U.S. Army, commanding Department of 
Texas, with a generous appreciation of our efforts 
to perfect the militia of the Stute in soldiery quali- 
ties and knowledge, and aware of the difficulties un- 
der which we labored in trying to do so, attended 
both these encawpments with nis staff, and sent to 
them all the available Regular troops of the three 
arms of service—infantry, cavalry and artillery— 
within bis control. Gens. Stanley and Smith, Cols. 
Otis and Youvg, Maj. Burbank, and the various 
officers of their several commands, united with us on 
these and other occasions in our earnest and hearty 
endeavor to improve and benefit our State troops in 
every possible way under the circumstances, and 
these officers are to be congratulated and cvcompli- 
mented on the orderly and excellent conduct of 
their several commands while in camp with the 
militia of Texas. Such evidences and examples of 
good conduct and thorough discipline. respect for 
authority, and prompt obedience to orders cannot 
fail to be beueficial to all concerned, and I trust 
these things may leave a lasting impression for good 
upon our citizen soldiery, whose chief faults lie in 
the virection of not properly appreciating and al 
wavs observing due respect for authority.” 

The action of Lieut.-Col: Clendenin, in command 
of Ringgold Barracks, in the case of an American, 

bree, threatened with lynching by Mexicans, is 
described as “prompt, decided and highly commend- 
able,” and “‘many lives and perhaps much property 
were saved by this officer's excellent conduct.” 

The militia of Texas numbers 2,431 officers and 
men. Gen. King, we may add, is an old soldier, hav- 
ing held the rank of brigadier-general in the Cop- 
federate Service in command of * Walker's division 
of infantry.” Trans-Mississippi Department, and 
afterwards in command of a Texas brigade in Gen. 
Polignac's division. This praise of our State militia, 
coming from a man of his experience, is especiall y 
noteworthy.

THE annual report of Brig. Gen. F. E. Camp, Ad- 
jutant General, State of Connecticut, for the twelve 
months ending’ , annouuces that the pres- 
ent condition of the State force is such that it is en- 
titled to be regarded with pride by the citizens of 
the Commonwealth.

4 machine gun platoons (ene attached to each be ta- 
ment) and 2 platoons of ght Segre All th 

antry companies are armed with the Peabody B. L. 
R. muskets, cal. 45, with the exception of the Ist 
Regt., which is armed with the Springfield cal. 45, 
reported in need of repairs, though not un- 
Berviceable. They have been in use for over 16 years, 

The Gafling guns are of old pattern, and are defec- 

tive. The annual encampments are said to be of the 

greatest benefit to the troops. There are at present 
For officers and men, and absent 176. The percent- 
age present was 93.98. 

Gen. Camp expresses to the officersand men his 

appreciation of their individual efforts (often per- 

med at a sacrifice to themselves) for the mainte- 
nance of their respective organizations, and says:

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QUICK- FIRING GUNS FOR FORTRESSES. 


Gey. Lorp Wo1seLey presided at a lecture de- 
livered at the Royal U. 8S. [nstitution, on the above 
subject, by Capt. F. Gleadowe Stone, who in the 
course of his lecture said: Our extreme vulnera- 
bility az a naval power in the days of sailing ships, 
when our strength by sea in proportion to that of 
other European powers was infinitely greater than 
it is now, may be gathered from the fact that be- 
tween the years 1793 and 1800 no less than 4,314 Brit- 
ish ships were captured. Lloyd’s register shows 
that nearly 700,000 British ships enter or leave our

ormer fired 10 consecutive aimed rounds in 48 sec- 
onds, while the latter took 5 minutes 7 seconds to 
fire the same number. It does not appear necessary 
that quick-firing guos for this kind of defence 
should be of very large calibre; probably a 5-in. 
gue. throwing a projectile of about 40 lbs., would 
the maximum required, giving a penetratioa of 
12 inches into wroughtiron. Any attempt to go be- 
yond this for the purpose of obtaining bigher pene- 
tration would be misplaced, though doubtless quite 
feasible; in fact, a 12-pounder quick-tiring gua 
would serve most purposes, and the results already 
achieved by the 6-pounder Hotchkiss are instruc- 
tive on this point. At Eastbourne a shell from one 
of these guns struck the chase of a 10.4-in. breech- 
loading gun and penetrated into the bore. At Shoe 
buryness a 9.2-10. breecb-loading gun was struck on 
the chase, and a bulge of nearly balf an inch raised 
on the interior of the bore, thus rendering it unser- 
viveable. There are two objections commonly 
raised to the employment of quick-firing guns: (1) 
the smoke; (2) complicated mechanism and liability 
te get out of order. With regard to the first point; 
if the smoke hangs over any gun, it is impossible to 
lay it, but in the case of the quick firing gun we 
can at avy rate get in more shots than with the ord- 
inary gun, inasmuch as the laying is not disturbed; 
es which, the fact of our powder heing bad is 
no argument for discarding all improvements in 
gun-making. 

Others kers advocated the use of the 6-pounder 
guick-firing gun. Lord Wolseley declared that, in 
his behef, nearly the whole of the existing fortifi- 
cations in Europe were no better than if they were 
constructed on sand hills in the presence of modern 
guns. 














SPANISH TORPEDO-BOATS. 


THE reporton the manceuvres and experiments 
with ‘irst-class torpedo boats, carried out by order 
of the Spanish Government last summer, has been 
published. The programme laid down was a com- 

rehensive one, and oecupied seven clear weeks: 

unching torpedves at targets fixed or moving 
from boats at various s 8, making circles and 
performing other evolutions, attacks by night and 
reconnaissances under varied conditions, and, to 
finish up with, during the sixth and seventh weeks, 
comparative trials ofs among the torpedo boats. 
The course was from Carthagena to Alicante, a dis- 
tance of 68 nautical miles. Six boats only competed, 
and they arrived in the following order:

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FULtuER details of the work of the Longitude Party 
in Mexico have been received at the Hydrographic 
Office. Lieut. Norris, who is in charge, bad gone 
with a section of the party to Coatzacoalcos, tbe 
second section remaining in charge of Lieut. Laird 
at Vera Cruz. The trip to Coatzacoalcos, in a small 
tug, had been very disagreeable, and some of the 
instruments had suffered by the shaking up, but no 
serious damage was done. The party was very 
comfortably lodged in the house of a Mr. Fiddis, an 
American in business there. Coatzacoalcos is at the 
mouth of the river, which affords a good barbor. It 
is only a village, but is prettily situated on a range 
of bills running along the coast. There is plenty of 
vegetation and the place is remarkably healthy. 
Lieut. Norris has established bis observatory in a 
very convenient spot about a quarter of a mile 
nearly due south of the lighthouse. It is near the 
middle of the village on a sort of public square, 
which will be the plazza when the town becomes an 
important commercial port. The cable office is 
about a third of a mile distant, and connected bya 
telegraph wire. The new astronomical observing 
tent proves to be exceedingly convenient. It stands 
the weutber well, keeps as dry iuvside as the wooden 
observatory, and high winds heve no effect on it to 
speak of. It will answer every purpose as well as 
the wooden one, besides being so much more port- 
able. On Jan. 22 this section of the party was to 
start across the Isthmus of Tehuantapec for Salina 
Cruz, going up the river in canoes to La Puerta, a 
distance of 120 miles, then taking mules which will 
transport them to San Geronimo, 50 miles further, 
where they will meet the railroad. Lieut. Norris 
bopes to finish in Saliua Cruz in time to take the 
steumer thence to Libertad about Feb. 25. . . . . 
Later information frow Lieut. Laird states that 
satisfactory measurements were made on the nights 
of Dec. 29, 30, Jan. 15, 16,17. Lieut. Laird will leave 
Vera Cruz for the south on Jan. 23 or 24, having 
about vompleted preparations for getting away.

GERMAN PRECAUTIONS. 

A WRITER in the New York Times would lead us 
to suppose that Germany is better posted on our 
means of offence and defence than we are ourselves. 


He says: 

“The other dav at the trial of the 15 mch dyna- 
mite gun at Fort Lafayette, a close observer was 
noted among the spectators—a sharp-eyed little 
man, who watched with the greatest attention every 
working of the gun, and listened to every word of 
opinion let fall. He was no other than the Baron 
von Stomberg of the Imperial German Army, anu 
officer of high rank and ability, and just the one to 
be detailed for work of so great importance. 

** German officers of high rank havetravelled over 
this country in the garb of a laborer, of a country- 
man, of a pedler, or any such mask which will serve 
to gain admission to places where their presence 
would not be allowed were their objects known. 
German officers have actually enlisted 1n the United 
States Army as private soldiers, bad remained in 
garrison fora few weeks, and then deserted; this 
period of a few weeks being all that was sufficient 
for their gaining every point of information that 
could in any possible contingency be utilized. 

“It 1s learned that certain German sailors who bad 
deserted from the Navy were no other than German 
naval officers who had managed to serve as part of 
the crews of some of our best vessels. They had been 
characterized as sharp, bright sailor men, though at 
the time no one aboard doubted for an instant they 
were other than common seamen. 

“There can be no question that the general ataff 
of the German Army have been studying ever since 
this Samoan difficulty arose every matter supplied 
by their secret service, and, should war be declared, 
their plan of action could be indicated at once. At 
the close of each day it is made out, and if on the 
morrow any new information comes in by cipher 
a sable, it is changed to meet the require- 
ments.

Tue British Naval Committee appointed to in- 
quire into the late manceuvres states that the ships, 
with a few exceptions, are unsuitable for modern 
warfare—indeed deficient, and that the existing 
fleet is unfit to command the seas against an enemy. 


THE removal of the huge rocks named the “ Iron 
Gates,” on the Danube opening of the river to navi- 
gation, is a menace to the Austro-Hungarian cities 
on the banks of the river. A flotilla would bave no 
difficulty in using the same route which is to be 
opened to trade, and the “iron gates of Orsova”’ 
removed, there would be nothing to bar the way. 

Tue first number of the Boletin do Club Naval 
(Rio de Janeiro) a new monthly publication, con- 
tains a few descriptions of the inventions of Naval 
Lieutenant J. Ribeiro da Costa, who proposes to 
utilize tbe force of the water asaship passes through 
it to supply an electric current for various pur 
poses on board, and who has obtained protection 
for asemi-submarine torpedo- boat intended to carry 
Whitehead torpedoes. 

Tue Royal Warrant promulgated Jan. 17 to reor- 
ganize the Commissariat and Tran-port Staff effaces 
from the British Army the term * Commissariat and 
Trapsport Staff,’’ which term gives place to the re- 
vival of the old Army Service Corps. This corps 
for the future will be responsible for all duties con- 
nected with supplies, transport, and barracks. The 
officers of the Army Service Corps will be eligible 
for the General Staff of the Army, and a certain 
number are to be at once so appointed. The re- 
mainder will assume duties in connection with sup- 
plies, transport, and barracks. 

THE question of the unification of pav, which has 
filled many columns of our French contemporaries 
for a long time back, is at length settled. The prin- 
ciple adopted is tbat officers of like rank will re- 
ceive the same pay, whatever may be their arm. 
An indemnite de monture will, however, be given 
to provide for the expenses of mounted officers 
and this addition will vary with the number o 
horses to which they are entitled. The position of 
captains, varying with their grade, is much im- 
proved, and the pay of non commissioned officers 
and men is also slightly increased. 





Harr’s Army list, which this year attains its 
jubilee, is a bulky volume of 900 pages, brim full of 
figures and facts concerning the British Army. 


In regard to Sikkim the Tibetans will make no 
concessions to England. Negotiations have come 
to a standstill, and an advance into Tibet may be 
decided upon tor the spring, which, seeing that 
Sikkim is of almost the same altitudeas Mont Blanc, 
would be something like acampaign amougst the 
clouds. 

Tue French Government intend to begiu their 
pDaval mancuvres early this year. From the 20th 
Jan. to the end of the month, the admiral com- 
manding the Mediterranean Evolutionary Syuadron 
is to have a free band in attacking Toulon and the 
southern littoral, and there is every appearance of 
areal desire to test the efficiency of the coast de- 
fence systew all round. 

In a document which is reproduced by the Weiner 
Abend Post, the evening edition of the Vienna offi- 
cial Gazette, the Grand Duke Nicholas passes a rost 
severe censure on the Russian cavalry regiments of 
the line, as well as on the horses of the Guards, 
which are not sufficiently trained. The use of the 
naked sword is, it is said, neglected both by the re- 
gular cavalry and by the Cossacks. The skirmishing 
and scouting sei vice are defiment, and the cavalry 
officers are lacking in tactical knowledge. 

Tue British soldiers are losing confidence in their 
weapons. Writine of the battle of Suakim a cor- 
respondent says: ‘At this first onset no less than 
three sabres broke over the Arabs’ spears. The 
sabre of one of our troopers broke three times, with 
successive blows which he struck, and being thus 
disarmed, the poor fellow lost his life, for the men 
he was then cutting at speared him after be was un- 
able to parry their thrusts. Anotber trooper whose 
sabre broke was cut right-down from the shoulder 
nearly to the waist. The enapping of swords made 
the men lose all confidence. The sergeant-major 
of our troop sheatbed his sabre and tvok to bis re- 
volver, but this speedily became clogged and missed 
tire, as did many of the revolvers used by the 
mep, although they were only lately served 
out.’”’ The matter is ail the more serious because 
the authorities have had plenty of warning of what 
might be expected to happen.
